State’s Attorney Urges Peniten- 
tiary Sentences for Third 
_ Offenses of the Gam-

On a torn piece of brown wrapping paper 
jeft inadvertently on the second floor of the 


building at 260 State street Sunday night by. 


the men who set off bombs there and at 170 
Madison street, detectives working on the 
ease are depending to discover the identity 
of the bomb throwers. 

It is the first and only definite clew the po- 
lice have ever been able to pick up at the 
gcene of any of the bomb outragés during 
the two years of the gamblers’ war. 

The piece of wrapping paper is believed to 
have been used to. carry the explosive or 
bomb used to the place where it was wanted. 

It was traced through a name and address 
found on the paper to a young woman achool 
teacher at Forty-ninth street and Wabash 
avenue, who told the detectives that she had 
thrown the paper out after bringing home a 
bundie in it from a down town department 
store. 

Two Names on the Paper. 

®he said she had no idea how the paper got 
ip the Empire building. The paper, she ex- 
plained, was thrown with a lot of other rub- 
bish on the rear porch of her flat, to be re- 
moved by the janitor of the building. 

When the janitor was questioned he said all 
of the paper he collects he sells to a ragman 
who lives at Twenty-first and State streets. 
The detectives were unable to find the rag- 
man, but they expect through him to trace 
the paper farther and possibly find where 
it was obtained by the bomb throwers. 

Detectives Conick and Culhane, who have 
the paper in their possession, said two names 
ére on the paper. One of them is“ Magnan,’ 
and the other—the name of the achool teacher

there was also the date “ Oct. 8,” which the 
young woman interviewed by the detectives 
said was about the time she made the pur- 
chase contained in the wrapper. \

indictments for third offenses on atate | 
- @harges- of gambling and push them te the | 
limit in the Criminal court. Practically all | 
. the biggest gamblers in Chicago are looked 
upon as vulnerable from the standpoint of 
& third offense. Some of them have been 
convicted so many times that they have lost 
count and have come.to think as little of pay- 
ing a fine at Harrison street as the law abid- 
ing citizen does of buying a cigar. They: 
know that a fine under a city ordinance does 
not count. 

The grimness of the state law Mes in the 
fact that in the event of a third conviction 
On @n indictment charging gambling there is 
no leeway left to the court in choosing be- 
tween a fine and imprisonment. In fact, the 
statute provides specifically that for a third 
conviction the. violator shall be fined not less 
than $500. and, in addition, shall receive a 
prison sentence. 


Provisions of State Law. 


In the revised statutes for 1908 the law 
Spplying to third offenses in gambling is 
section 137 h of the criminal code and reads: 
~ “Every owner, occupant, lessee, mortgagee, 
or other person jn possession of any premises 
Upon which any gambling device may be lo- 
tated, and every person in the use, opera- 
tion, lease, or other possession of the same 
shall be fined for the first offense not less 
than $100 and for the second offense shall be 
fined not less than $500 and shall be confined 
im the county jail not less than six months, 
and for the third offense shall be fined not 
less than $500 and shal] be imprisoned In the 
penKentiary not less than two years nor more 
than four years.”’ 

“I told Schuettler that if he would bring in 
thé evidence upon which indictments for 
third offenses for gambling could be found I 
Would coSperate with him to get penitentiary 
sentences,” said Mr. Wayman. “Iam wait- 
ing for the evidence and I will be glad to.get 
it. Gamblérs will go to the penitentiary as 
fast as holdup men, so far as I am con- } 
cerned. Penitentiary sentences will put a

Cleveland, O., Nov. 2—[ }—Herman 
C.Baehr, Republican, has been elected mayor 
ofsCleveland over Tom L. Johnson. The in- 
dicationg late tonight pointed to 4,500 plu- 
rality for Baehr, with a tendency toward an 
increase in these figures. 

Johnson admitted his defeat by a plu- 
rality of 1,500, but declared that he would 
push the traction peace plans before he 
leaves office. He also said he would run 
again. Charles Salen, manager of many of 
the Johnson battles, conceded a Democratic 
defeat. 

The story of the élection returns in brief 
is that the Republican east side failed to 
slump, while the Democratic west side did. 
Baehr seems to have heldin line the Burton 
support of two years ago, while he cut the 
heart out of the Johnson strength on Baehr’s 
own side of the city. Newton D. Baker, 
Democratic candidate for solicitor, ran 
somé twenty votes to the precinct ahead 
of mayor, but the genéral Republican lead 
threatens to wipe this out. Republican Chair- 
man Rodeway claimed nineteen of the city 
wards, an overwhelming pops of the 
council. 

No figures have been aeeiwalh on the 
real estate appraisers, schoo! board, subway 
grant, or bond issue propositions. 


Ends Eight Year War, 

The defeat of Johnson probably ends an 

eight year traction war, which has kept 
Cleveland in a turmoil. Indications are thet 
the affair will be settled at once. 
It is the city hall tip that Mayor Johnson 
and the present city council, which does not 
relinquish office till Jan. 1, will grant a trac- 
tion franchise immediately. By this move 
the mayor will obtain whatever credit there 
may be in the settlement and steal the 
thunder from Mayor Baehr, who could be 
relied on to obtain a franchise on terms 
acceptable to the city and the Cleveland rail- 
road company if given time. 

It is Mayor Johnson's intention to seek the 
mayoraity once more two years hence, az he 
announced tonight when he finally conceded 
his defeat. | 
“ All T have to. say is that I will seek to be 
a candidate two years hence,” hé said, 
Though the traction question was elimi- 
nated in a way from the presenticasmpaign 
Johnson's successful effort to throw the plans 
of settlement on Federal Judge R. W. Tay ior, 
who still is arbitrating the differences of the 
city and company on a new grant to the com- 
pany, the Republican managers deciare the 
sentimiem against Johnson's traction ideas 
wae expressed jn the election of Baehr. 


Municipal Ownership Plan? 
It is thought now that Mayor Johnson's 
counc]] will grant a new franchise to the 
Cleveland railroad, deliver it before Jan. 1, 
and then will direct public attention for two 
years to.the efforts of the Republican admin- 
istration to do the big things promised with 
the litth money available. It is the tip that 
Mayor Johneon then will seek reélection ona 
ery of municipal ownership of the illuminat- 
ing system of the city, againet which he al- 
ready has fired some desultory shots.

These are the warrants which the deep 
waterway convention finds for its convic- 
tion that the government should enter at 
once on’a definite policy of development: 


FIRST—In the extent of the interior valley 
drained chiefly by the Misstesippi, compriging as 
it does about half the area--and that by far the 
most productive portion—of the country, including 
the whole or parts of thirty great states. 

SECOND—iIn the commercial needs of this 
vest. area, which during the last halt century 
have increased more rapidly than those of any 
equivalent area on the globe in «ill the world’s 
history. 

THIRD—In the ample ability of the interior 
states to bear the necessary burden of any com- 
mercial development required to meet their grow- 
ing population and industries and in their hearty 
willingness to do this except in so far as they are 
estopped by those constitutional provisions which 
impose the duty on the federal government. 

FOURTH-—In the indifferent and virtually re- 
pressive policy hitherto pursued by the federal 
government under which the navigation necessary 
to proper commercial and industrial development 
has beén permitted not only to fall far behind the 
growth of the country but actually to decline and 


nearly disappear from the finest and grandest nat- 


ural waterway system in the world. And, 

FIFTH—In the vast and vigorous and pro- 
gressive population of the interior velley, com- 
prising more than half the people of the United 
States—and we declare that the voice of the sixty 
million inhabitants of this interior nae and shall 
be heard. 

In this we all agree.

their opposition to the financial projects of the Asquith 
government, it may be well to draw attention to \the 
duke of Bedford, head of the historic house of Russell, 
who has shown in a variety of ways that he is an ex- 
tremely useful citizen. I am led to make this remark 
by the fact that Malcolm P. Anderson, the well known 
zotlogist, has just left for the southwest:of China and 
for districts in that part of the world which no z0dlo- 
gist hae ever visited before, for the purpose of making 
a complete collection of every form of animal life. An- 
derson is in the permanent employ of the duke, who 
pays all the expenses of his various scientific missions, 
subjecting him to no pecuniary considerations or re- 
strictions in connection therewith. Anderson has al- 
ready during the last ten years made complete collec- 
tions for the duke of the fauna of Japan, Corea, and 
more recently of the Philippine islands, of which he has 
made the most elaborate study. 

These collections have all been made in duplicate, 
one set for the duke’s private museum at Woburn ab- 
bey and the other for the great Natural History mu- 
seum at South Kensington, in London. It is greatly 
1o be regretted that no steps should have been taken 
either by the Smithsonian institution or by the great 
Natural History museum in New York to arrange with 
the duke of Bedford for the simultaneous formation by 
Malcolm Anderson of a third set of examples for this 
country. It would have been particularly useful and 
interesting if this had been done in connection with the 
tauna of the Philippines, and there is no doubt that 
if the duke had been properly approached, far from 
offering any objection, he would gladly have given his 
consent, 

een 

The duke of Bedford is one of the wealthiest and 
most powerful of England's great nobles. Both he and 
his wife are devoted to s0tlogy and natural history, 
and although he is president of* the National society, 
which owns the famous zodlogical gardens in London, 
yet his own private zotlogical gardens at Woburn ab- 
bey, on-the borders of Bedgordshire and Buckingham, 
are pronounced by experts to be vastly more varied, 
more valuable, and more interesting, while thevanimals, 
which are treated like pets, are undoubtedly happier 
than those in Regent’s park. . Wapitis; kangaroos, the 
famous white herd of wild cattle of Chertley, wiid 
asses of Persia, alligators, chamois, zebras, American 
bison, and wild horses of céntral Asia (first discovered 
a quarter of a century ago by the Tibetan explorer, 
Przewalski) are to be found roaming together in per- 
fect amity in the immense park, and the extent to 
which the duke studies their habits and their tastes is 
apparent in the pages of the thoughtful and interesting 
book on natural history which he has written with the 
assistance of his wife, 

The duke is one of the greatest landowners in Lon- 
don, the whole of the Bloomsbury district being in- 
cluded in his estates, as well as the Covent garden 
market, which alone yields him an income of nearly 
$1,000,000 in tclls. Woburn abbey, the last abbot of 
which, Richard Hobbs, was hanged to an oak still in 
existence in the park, was granted at the time of the 
reformation by Edward VI. to John, first Lord Russell. 
The mansion as it now stands’ was built almost entire- 
ly upon the site of the old monastery by the fourth 
duke, who was ambassador to the court of Versailles 
in the reign of Louls XIV., who presented him with a 
magnificent Sevres dinner service, which is one of the 
chief treasures of Woburn abbey. 


ee 


The Russells, of whom the duke is the ehief, are 
gaid to derive thelr origin from the Du Rozels of Nor- 
mandy, and in a récord of the reign of Bdward I. they 
are mentioned as having held Kingston Russell, in 
Dorset, from the time of the Norman conquest. The 
fortunes of the family may be said to have dated 
from the reign of-Henry VIL, when Archduke Philip 
of Austria, only -eon of Emperor Maximilian IL, was 
driven .into Weymouth by a storm while on 4 voyage 
from Flanders to Spain. 

The archduke was hospitably entertained by Sir 
Thomas Treachard, the principal magnate of the dis- 
trict, and Sir Thomas, being ignorant of any foreign 
language, summoned to his assistance his kinsman, 
Jack Russell, who had recently returned from a pro- 
longed stay in Spain, and who was able to act as in- 
terpreter. When on the invitation of King Henry VII 
the arch@uke proceeded to London and to Windsor, Jack 
Russell, at his request, accompanied him and became 
such a favorite of Henry VII. that-he appointed him to 
be a gentleman of the privy chamber. Rusgell became 
even a still greater favorite of Henry VIII., who cre- 
ated him Lord Russell and @ knight of the garter, be- 
sides bestowing upon him an immense amount of prop- 
erty in the shape of confiscated monasteries. Kdward 
VI. transformed Lord Russell into Marl of Bedford, and 
Charles Il. promoted the fifth earl of Bedford to 
duke. of Bedford. The present duke ig the eleventh 
holder of that title.

| Charles B. Morrison, formerly United States 
‘@istrict attorney at Chiéego, now is re- 
garded here as the probable appointee to 
the office of federal District judge, made 
vacant by the death of Judge Solomon 
Bethea. It transpired today that Mr. Mor- 
rison’s friends not been asleep on the 
job and that they.had got the way pretty 
well paved for hig appointment. 

Mr. Morrison has been in Washington for 
several days, primarily on private lew busi- 
ness, according to what he had to say for 
publication, but it appears that the attorney 
“devoted ne little time to confprences with 
friends. who liad been most active in push- 
{ng his camdidacy. Mr. Morrison alse had 
several talks with Senator Cullom, and this, 
in view of relatioria between the senator arf 
the former district attorney, is considered 
particularly significant, 

Senator Cullom declines to commit him- 
self upon the question of Judge Bethea’s 
successor, He takes the position that he 
mérely is looking over the field of candidates 
at present and that he will make known his 
preferences whenever the president asks his 
opinion. Mutual friends of Mr. Cullom and 
Mr. Morrison assert, however, that it is a 
foregone conclusion that the senator will be 
for Morrison first, last, and ‘always when 
the psychological moment arrives. 


Morrison Is Protege of Cullom, 

Although few people are aware of the fact, 
Mr. Morrison is a protégé of Senator Cullom. 
He was brought to the notice of the senator 
by the late Judge Bethea. Morrison at that 
time was ances law at Dixon, IIL, the 
home town of Mr. Bethea, who then was 
United States district atterney. Senator 
Culliom obtained the appointment of Mr, 
Morrison as 4n assistant district attorney 
in Chicage at about the time that Mr. Bethea 
became head of the office. When Bethea wae 
appointed district judge it was Senater Cur- 
lom who obtained the promotion of Mr. Mor- 
rison to the office of district attorney. 

Mr. Morrison distinguished himseilf.in the 
' prosecution of a number of cases in the fed- 
eral courts, particularly in the proceedings 
against the beef trust. In spite of his dis- 
astrous experience with Attorney John 5, 
Miller's “immunity bath,’’ Mr. Morrison 
won universal recognition ep one of the 
best lawyers in the country. Immediately 
thereafter he was sel@cted President 
Roosevelt to asaist in the prosecution of the 
trust busting cases and he resigned from the 


office of district attorney to devote himself 


entirely to this work. He was associated 
with Frank B. Kellogg in the proceedings to 
dissotve the rd QOil company, now 
pending decision. 

Appears To Have Best Chance. 

Unless President Taft has in mind some 
favorite for the position, it is believed that 
Mr. Morrisom has the best chance of all the 
candidates so far mentioned to receive the 
appointment. It ie known that the president 
has a high opinion of Mr. Morrison’s legal 
ability.
